Politicians say the state highway 
traffic patrol may be legislated out of 
office by the general 
assembly. 
A 
movement to repeal the act creating 
the traffic patrol would likely meet 
with the veto of Governor Pinchot, 
but it is pointed out that the patrol 
could be put out of business effectual­ 
ly by striking out of the budget the 
$280,000 appropriation item for the 
maintenance of the patrol during the 
next biennium. 
While the movement for the aboli­ 
tion of the patrol is said to have s ta rt­ 
ed among Pittsburgh and Philadelphia 
politicians, there are indications that 
members of the legislature from other 
counties could he induced to legislate 
the patrol out of existence. It is said 
th at the contention will be raised in 
the assembly that the patrol is not a 
necessity and is not worth the amount 
the state expends on it biennially. 
When the traffic* patrol was created 
two years ago in the adm inistration 
code it was announced that the motor­ 
cycle policemen attached to the patrol 
would be stationed along state high­ 
ways to enforce the state motor laws 
and reduce reckless driving. 
Those 
attacking the patrol say that patrol­ 
ling highways is a small p art of its 
work now. 
Much of the tim e of the 
patrolmen is taken up in examining 
new applicants for drivers’ licenses, 
the law now requiring that all new ap­ 
plicants must pass an examination in 
driving. 
Another complaint is waged by wet 
interests. It was specifically set forth | 
when the patrol was created two years 
ago th at it was not to bt* used as an 
enforcement agency.
